Yet de­ 
spite the ease with which even the 
least of the m asters of ceremonies 
can take Richman off, Harry re­ 
mains one of the very few' cut-ups 
in the sip-and-trip salons who can 
galvanize an audience to attention. 
I think these lads gifted with the 
ability to fascinate a roomful of 
diverse, rowdy, and inattentive peo­

serious consideration 
along writh story-tellers, hackers of 
stone and shapers of clay.

A sizable and growing block in the 
house of representatives favors the 
lottery m ethod of m eeting two or 
th ree billions in im m ediate federal 
requirem ents, and then paying off 
th e national debt in com paratively

tonish me to see the plan ultim ately ;

BIG REVENUE 
Speaking on a low plane, it’s a 
schem e which has its practical a d ­ 
vantages.

T h at isn't a i 
tax. T h a t’s a chance to m ake a big j 
cleanup. I t’s a bounty. Not an im - j 
post.

POPULAR ELSEWHERE 
I t’s am azing how generally 
the j 
public takes this view of the lot- 
tery load. 
I don’t speak as to the United | 
States, for here governm ent lotteries 
have been outlawed during m any 
years. 
But I ’ve w atched them in 
operation under several foreign g o v -, 
ernm ents. 
Their folks like them . 1 
Undoubtedly they would like them J 
here too, with a little com petent j 
publicity. 
The foreign lottery w ith which I 
am m ost fam iliar is A rgentina's. 
In its early days th e A rgentine 
lottery had the luck to pay a large 
prize—the equivalent of $150,000 or 
so—to a poor young European im m i­ 
grant, one Nicholas M ihanovitch. 
Nicholas proved to be a good busi­ 
ness m an. He p ut his accidentally- 
acquired cash (but acquired by— 
gosh!—what 
an 
accident!) 
into 
shipping on the P arana and P a ra ­ 
guay rivers. The M ihanovitch Line! 
Since then he’s been one of the rich ­ 
est m en in South America. 
And the Argentine lottery has had 
all the credit for it.

GOOD PUBLICITY 
This is w hat the pro-lottery folk 
count on: 
Lots . f publicity from the very 
few winners. 
No rem arks in particular from the 
90 per rent of losers. 
The program works too. The al­ 
most infinitely few w inners are de­ 
lighted, and the overwhelm ing m a­ 
jority of losers don’t com plain. For 
some strange reason the losers al­ 
ways appear certain th a t they are 
about to win, and don't w ant to stop 
the game until they have done so.

Exam ination of 1936 budget esti­ 
m ates which have been subm itted to 
county commissioners by Controller 
Frank W. Hill, would indicate th at 
it may be necessary for the comm is­ 
sioners tc raise the county tax m ill- 
age this year.
